Denies Basic 
Dimlich Charge 


Town counsel Fredric S. 
O'Brien has filed an answer to 
charges brought in a suit against 
the School Committee by Benjamin 
F. Dimlich. 

In the answers to specific alle- 
gations, the Committee has ingen- 
eral denied the basic contention by 
Mr. Dimlich that he had been per- 
forming essentially the same 
duties as principal or supervisor 
for longer than the time required to 
gain tenure; and that the Committee 
did not follow procedures defined in 
the statutes for his removalorde- 
motion from the principalship of 
the Junior High School.
